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FE Hey are great ſtrangers to the 'Trans- 
| actions of the World, who know 
not how many and various the at- 
tempts of the. Papiſts have been, both to hin-

obtained and prevailed. For befide the in- 
numerable Executions and Murders com- 
mitted by means of the Inguifition to crush 
and ſtifle the Reformed Religion in its rife 
and birth, and to prevent its ſucceeding and 
ſettlement_in_ Spain, Ialy, and many other 
Territories ; there is no Kjngdow Or State, 
where it hath ſo far prevailed as to come 
to be univerſally received and. legally eſta- 
blished , but it hath been through itrange 
and wonderful conflicts with the rage and 
malice of the Church of Rome. The Perſe- 
cutions Which the. Primitive Chrifleans under- 
went by vertuw' of the Edi, of. the. Pagars

it from the corruptions, wherewith-it was 
become univerſally tainted in Dodctrine -

Characters, 
than any thing obſervable in them, either 
deſerveth, or correſpondeth with, dodelude

Beſide the 
inhumerable inſtances of the Tragical Ef- 
fects of Romizh Bigottry, that are to be met 
with in Books of -all kinds, we need go no 
further for an evidence of it, than to con- 
ſult the Life of Dominick , the great Inſtiga- 
tor and Promoter of the Maflacre of the 
Waldenſes, and the Founder of that Ordey , 
which hath the Management of the bloody 
Inquifition ; together with the Life of Henry 
the third of France, who contrary to the 
advice of Maximilian the Emperor, and the 
repeated intreaties of the wiſeſt of his own 
CouncellorsMhe Chancellor de I Hoſpital, and 
the Preſident de Thou , not only revived the 
War and Perſecution againſt his Reformed 
SubjeRs , after he had ſeen what Judgments, 
the like proceedings had derived upon his 
Predeceflors, and how prejudicial they had 
prov ed tothe Strength,Glory,and Intereſt of 
his Crown and Kingdom , but he entred into 
a League with thoſe that ſought to depreſs, 
abdicate, and depoſe him, and became the 
Head of a FaCtion for the deſtroying that 
part of his SubjeQs , upon whomalone he 
could rely for the defence of his perſon, and 
ſupport of his Dignity. Nor were the Fu- 
rics of the Duke de Alva heretofore , or the 
preſent Barbarities of Louis the Fourteenth, 
{0 much the effe&s of their haughtie and fu- 
rious tempers, as of their Bigortyy in their 
inhumane and ſanguinary Religion. That 
the King of England, is ſecond to none, in a 
blind and rageful Popish Zeal, his beha- 
Viour both while a SubjeQ, and ſince he ar- 
rived at the Crown , doth not only place it 
beyond the limits of a bare ſuſpition, but 

ords us ſuchevidences of it, as that none 


in 
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in- confiitency with principles of wiſdom, 
and diſcretionzcan either queſtion or contra- 
di& it. To what elſe can we aſcribe it, 
but ro an exceflive Bigottry, that when the 
Frigat wherein he was ſailing to Scotland anne 


x682. ſtruck upon the Sands , and was rea- - 


dy to fink , he Should prefer the Lives of one 
or two pittiful Prieſts , to thoſe of men 
of the greateſt Quality, and receive thoſe 
mushrom's into the Boat, in which himſelf 
eſcaped, while at the ſame time, he retuſed 
to admit, not only his own Brother-in- Law, 
but divers Noblemen of the Supreameſt 
Rank, and Character, to the benefit of the 
ſame means of deliverance , and ſuffered 
them to perish, tho they had undertaken 
that Voyage out of pure reſpect to his per- 
ſon, andto put an Honor upon' him, at a 
Sealon, when he wanted not Enemies. Nor 
can it proceed from any thing but a violent 
and furious Bigettry , that he should not only 
difoblige and Giſgal the two Univerſities, of 
whoſe Zeal to his ſervices be hath received 
ſo many ſcaſonable and effectual Teſtimo- 
nies, butto the violation both of the Laws 


of God and the Kingdom , ofter force to their - 


Conſciences , as well as to their Rights and 
Franchiſes , and all this in. favourot Father 
Francis, whom he would illegally thruſt in- 
to a Fellowsbip in Cambridg , .and of Mr. Far- 
mer, whom he would arbitrarily obtrude in- 
to the Heedship of a Colledg in Oxford, who 
as they are too deſpicable to be owned, and 
{tood. tor, in competition ,againit two fa- 
mous Univerſities, whole greatelt crime, hath 
been an exceſs. of zeal tor his perſon , and 
intereſt, when he was. Duke of York, and a 
meaſure of Loyalty , and Obedience , unto 
him, ſince be came. to. the Crown, beyond 
what.cither the Rules of Chriſtianity, or 
the Laws of the Kingdom, exact from them ; 
ſo he hath, way's enough of expreſſing kind- 
neſs,and bounty,tothote two hitle contemp- 
table Creatures, and.that in methods as be- 
neficial to them, as the places into which 
be would thruſt them , can be ſuppoled to 
amount unto , and I am ſure with leis ſcan- 
dal. to hinuelf, and lels offence to all Pro- 


#eflants, as well as without offering in 
tothe Rights of the Univerfityy or of cc 
pelling thoſe learned, grave, and ve 
ble men, to perjure-themſelves, and a& 
gainlt their Dutics and Conſciences. T 
late. progeedings towards Dr. Burnet , 1 
not only contrary to all the meaſures of: 
ſtice, Law, and Honor, but atgue a ſtra 
and furious Bigottry in His Majefty for P 
ry, there 'being nothing elſe into whi 
man can reſolve the whole tenor. of hisp 
ſent Actings againſt Him. Seeing ſetting 
ſide the Defor's being a Proteftant, arid a M 
nifter of the Church of England, and his havit 
vindicated the Reformation in Exgland,fre 
the Calumnies, and ſlanders, wherewith. 
was aſperlſed by Senders , & others, of the Ri 
man Communion, and the approving hin 
ſelf in ſome other Writings, worthy of-t 
CharaQter of a Reformed Divine, and of thi 
eſteem which the World entertains of hir 
tor knowledg in Hiſtory, and all other pa 
of good learning; there hath nothing ot 
curred in the whole tenor and trace of | 
Life, but what inſtead of Rebuke and Ce 
ſure*, hath merited acknowledgments, am 
the Retributions of Favour and Preferme 
from the Coure.

ed misbelict is their only Crime ;and 
that finding them inall other reſpe&s, ver- 
nous , peaceable and induſtrious, He may 
leave them to the decretive Sentence ofthe 
gSoveraign and infallible ſjudg, without di- 
| » or medling with them himſelf. 
Nor is1t impoſſible, but that there may be a 
rince fo far Bipoited in Popery as to have 
nclination, and propenſity, to force all un- 
der his Authority, to be of his Religion, or 
elſe to deſtroy and extirpate tliem , yet thro 
being of that largeneſs of Underfianding 
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and Political Wiſdom, as to be able to pe-- 
netrate into the hazards of attempting it, 
and -to foreſee the Conſequences that may 
n it, in reference. to the Peace 
and Safety of his Government, as well as 
the Wealth and power cf his Dominions, 
he may come to check and ſtiffle his furious 
Inclinations, and chuſe rather, to leave his 
Subje&s atquiet, than to impoyerish , wea- 
ken , and diſpeople his Countrey, either by 
deſtroying them, or by driving them to aban- 
don his Territories, in order to find a Shel- 
ter, and SanQtuary, in other places. But 
where (as -in the King of Enyland) a ſmall 
meaſure of Underſtanding , accompanied 
with a large share of a Moroſe, Fierce , and 
ill Nature, and theſe attended with Infolen- 
cy and pride, as they uſually are in weak 
and froward people, come to have a Bigottry 
in ſuch a Religion as Popery, ſuperadded ta 
them , whoſe Dodarines and Principles in- 
ſtigate, and oblige, to Cruelty,towards all of 
other perſwaſions, there Proteftants, do find 
nething, that may incouraye to hope for fe- 
curity, and protection, under a Prince of that 
temper and complexion ; but all that does 
affect and imprel$ their minds, -bidds them 
prepare for perſecution , and to look for 
the utmoſt rigours and ſeverities, that pride, 
malice, bratal zeal, backt ati fupported 
with force and power, can' execute and in- 
flict. And how much fuch a Princes Reli- 
gton, proves too weak to reſtrain him from 
uncleannefſes, and other immoralities, by 
ſo much the more, is be to be dreaded, in 
that tre thinks to compound for and expiate 
Crimes of that nature', by his cruelty to 
Hereticks , and bis offering them up in Sacri- 
fices of Attonement to: the Triple Crown, 
Nor are the Priefts either diſpleaſed with, 
or careful to diſwade Princes, from Of- 
tences- of that kind , tho they know themto 
be great provocations to God, and of miſ- 
chievous example to Subjeas, ſeeing they 
are Maſters of the Art of improving them, 
to the Serviceof Holy Church, and the Ad- 
vantage of the Catbolik Fairb. For inſtead: 
of impoſing; upon thoſe Royel Tranſprel

*fors,, the little and Slavish eg 6 
Pilgrimages » whippings , and going bare- 
hon. h_ require them to. make l1atisfa- 
- Qions for thoſe and the like Crimes , by the 
pious and meritorious AQts .of murdering 
Proteftants » and of. extirpating the Northern 
Herefie, Andas one. of the French Whore's 
of State is reported to have been a perſon 
that hath principally inſtigated to all the 
Cruelties againſt the Reformed in France ; 10 
nodoubt but as she did it under the influence 
and condutt of her Confeſſors to compenſate 
for her Adulteries, ſo $he adviſed and per- 
ſwaded Lewis to it upon motives of. the 
ſame nature. Nor do they who, have the 
guidance of Conſciences at MWhitehal want 
matter of the ſame kind, to improve and 
work upon, and as there are of the licen- 
tious. Femal's that will-be glad of. attoning 
tor their filthy pollutions by Acts ſo agreea- 
bleto the Articles of their Religion; ſo there 
are ſome whoas they have influence enough 
upon the King to councel Him to the like 
Method's , ſo they will find Him ſufficiently 
diſpoſed to compound” tor his Loathſome 
and Promiſcuous ſcatteriags at arate fo ſu- 
table to his temper, as well as to the Doc- 
trines of the Popal Faith. x7 

If any bedeluded into a good Opinion of 
His Majeſty, and brought to flatter them- 
ſelves with expeQations of their being pro. 
tected in the profefſion of the Proteſtans 
Religion, they may be caſily undeceived

fallible Chaire ; yet of all men in the Com- 
munion of the Romirh Church, and of their 
Religtous Orders , the Fiſuites are they whodo 
mot hate us, and whofe Councels havebeen 
moſt fanguinary, ahid alway'stending to in- 
fuence thofe Monarchs, whoſe Conſciences 
they have had the guiding and conducting 
of, to the utmoſt Cruelties and Barbarkies. 
towards us. What our Brethern have 
pradures oy them in 'Francerhro Fath, oo 
Chaiſe's influence” upon that King; 
thro the hut! ory and rat IN 
he hath overhim in the quality of his 
fefſor » and as having the direction ,vh his 
Conſcience; may -yery well allarm and .in- 
form us what we ought to expe from His 
-#3 Majeſty 


Majefly of Great Britain, who hath ſurren- 


dred his Confcience to the guidance of Fa-: 
ther Peters, a perſon of the fame Order, and 


of the like miſchievous and bloody diſpoſi- 
tion that the former is. *Tis well obſerved 
by the Author of the Reaſons againſt repealing 
' the Afts of Parliament concerning the Teſt , that 
Cardinal Howard's being of ſuch a meek and 


gentle temper” that is able to withſtand the 


Malignity of his Religion , and to preſerve 
him from concurring in thoſe miſchievous 
Councels, which his purple might ſeem to 
oblige him unto, is the reafon of his being 
- Shut out from acquaintance with, and intereſt 
in the Englich affaires tranſacted at Rome, and 
that whatſoever his Majeſty hath to do in 
that Cour: is managed by his Ambaſſador un- 
der the ſole dire&tion of the Feſuites. So that 
!t is not without cauſe , that the Feſuite of 
Leige in his intercepted and larely printed 
Letter, tells a Brother of the Order what 4 
wonderful veneration the King hath for the 
Society » and with what profound ſubmiſhon 
he receives thoſe Reverend Fathers and hear- 
kens to Whatſoevyer they repreſent. Nor is 
His Majefties being under the influence of 
the Teſuites thro having one of them for his 
Confeſior , and ſeveral of them for bis Chief 
Councellors' a4 principal Confidents, the 
only thing in this matter that awakens our 
fear in what we are to expe from his armed 
power , excited and ſtirred by that fiery Tribe , 
but there is another ground why we ought 
moreeſpecially to dread him , and that is bis 
being entred and enrolled into the Order 
and become a Member ot the Society y whete- 
by he is brought into a greater ſubjeCtion and 
dependence upon them, and ſtangs bound by 
ties and engagements of being obedient to 
the Commands of the General of the Teſuites, 
and that notonly in Sp:rituals, but in what- 
foever they shall pretend to be ſubſervient 
ro the GE of the Church, and for up- 
holding the glory of the Triple Crown, This 
is a Myſtery which few are yet acquainted 
with, and which both His Majeſty, and the 
Order juJgd ic their intereſt to have induſtri- 
ouſly concealed , but whereof the World

ſuixe in the lare princed Lever from 
hath given us already ſufficient intimatio 
both 1n telling us, That be King til 
himſelf a Son of the Society » and how that hy 
wrote to Father de la Chaiſe , that he would as 
count every injury doye to the Foſuites to be- 
wrong committed againſt bimſdlf.

that had ſuffered in the late times was only 
laid hold of ,-the better to juſtify and im- 


prove it. Andtho it be too true that many 


of the dignified Rank, as well as of the little 
Levites wete both extreamly fond of it ,-and 
contentiouſly-pleaded forit; yerit is as true 
that moſt of rhemdid it not upon principles 
of judgment and conſcience , but upon in- 
ducements of retaliation for conceived in- 
juries , and upon a belief of its being the 
molt compend1oas method to the next pre. 
ferment and benefice ,. and the faireſt way 
of ſtanding recommended to the favour oft 
the two Royal Brothers. Nor is itunworthy 
of obſervation, that ſome of the moſt viru- 
tent writers againlt liberty of conſcience, 
and others of the moſt fierce Inſtigators to 
the perſecuting Diſſenters, among whom we 
may reckon Parker Bizhop of Oxford and Cart- 
wright Bishop of Cheſter, are ſince Adreſiirg 
for the Declaration of Indulgence became the 
means of being gracioully lookt upon at 
Whitehall , turned foreward promoters of 
it, tho their ſucceſs in their Dieceſſes with 
their Clergy hath not anſwered their expe- 
ctations and endeavoures. For as theſe two 
Mytred Gentlemen will fall in with and ju- 
ſtify whatſoever the King hath a mind to do, 
if they may but keep their Seas and enjoy 
their Revenues , whichlT dare ſay that rather

nal man-to placea confidence in his Majefties 
Royal word for the prete&ion of our Religion, 
and the Church of England men's enjoying their 
poſſeſſions ; ſeeing he hath notonly departed 
from his promiſe made to the Council immedi- 
arely after his Brothers death, but hath violated 
' his Faith givento the Parliament of England at 
their firſt Srſiion , which we might have 
thought would have been the moreſacred and 
binding, by reaſon of the grandure, ſtate 
and quality.of the Aſſembly to which it was 
pledged. | 
If we conſider how much preteſiants ſuffe- 
red, what number of them was burnt ar the 
flake as well as murderd in Goals , beſide the 
vaſt multitudes , who to avoid the rage and 
power of their Enemies , were forced te 
abandon their Cowntrey and ſeek'forshelter in 
orraipn parts , and what endeavoures of all 
kinds: were uſed for the Extirpation of our 
Religion nnder Queen Mary ; we may gather 
and learn from thence what is to be dreaded 
from Fames the LT. who is the next popiſb 
Prince to her that ſince the Reformation hath 
fat on the Throxe of England. For tho there 
be many things that adminiſter” grounds of 
hope » thatthe Pepifts will not find'it fo eaffe 
-2 matter to bring us in ſboals to the flake, nor 
of that quick and eafie diſpatch to ſuppreſs the 
proteſtane Religion, and et up Popery, at this 
time as they d it then; yer every os 


that occars to our thoughts, or that can af- 
te& our underſtandings , ſerves not only to 
perſuade us into a belief that they -will ſet 
wpon ard endeavour it, but to work us up to 
ana cethat his Majefly would take it tor 
2 di tion of his glory , as well as refle- 
Ction upon his zeal for the Church of Rome, 
not to attempt what.a woman had both the 
courageto undertake, and the fortune to go 
thro with. And there is withal a concur- 
rence of ſo many things both abroad and at 
home at this juncture, which if laid in the 
ballance with the motives to our hope of 
the papiſts milcarrying , may juſtly raiſe our 
fears of their proſpering to a very ſad and 
uncomfortable height. W hoſoevershall com- 
pace theſe two Princes together , will find 
that there was leſs danger to be apprehended 
from Mary, and that not only upon the ſcore 
of her Sex , but by reaſon of a certain gentle- 
neſs and goodneſs of nature which all Hiſto- 
rians of judgment and credit afcribe unto her; 
than is tobe expected from the preſent Kjng, 
in whom a ſourneſs of temper, fierceneſs of 
difpoſition, and pride joined with a peevish- 
neis of humour not to bear the having his will 
diſputed or controlled, are the principal in- 
gredients into his Conſtitution , and which 
are all ſtrangely heightned and enflamed by 
centratted diſtempers of Body , and thro fu- 
rious principles of mind which he hath im- 
bib'd trom the ITeſuites , who of all men carry 
the obligations ariſing from the DoFrines of 
the popiſh Religion to the moſt outragious and 
inhumane excefles, Nor can I forbear to 
add, that whereas the cruelty which thar 
Princeſs was hurried into, even to the making 
her Cities common shambles, and her ſtreets 
Theatres of murder for innocent perſons, for 
which she became hated while she lived , and 
her memory is rendred infamous to all Ge- 
nerations that come after , was wholly and 
entirely owing to her Religion, which not only 
proclaims it lawiul, but a neceflary duty of 
Chriſtianity » and an a& meriting a peculiar 
Crown of Glory in heaven , to deſtroy He- 
reticks ; *tis to be feared there will be found 
in the preſent King a ſpice of revenge againſt 
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- for their ſpreading ſo far abroad as they have

Nor 
3s it- poſſible to-conceive that the Papiſts 1i- 
wing at that-caſe and, quietneſs which they 
gid under his late Majeſty , of whoſe being ot 
their Religion they were not ignorant, as ap- 
pears by the proofs they have wouchſav'd 
the world of it ſince his death , would have 
been in ſo many plots for deſtraying bim , and 
t laſt have haſtned bimto his Fathers, as can. 
be demonſtrated whenſoever it 1s ſcaſonable; 
had they not been aſſured of more to be at- 
tempted by his Scorer for the extirpation of 
[Proteftants, than Charles.could be. wrought 
'up unto » or prevailed upon to. expoſe his 
perſon and Crown to the danger and hazard 
of. For as'tis not meerly a Princes being a 
Papift, and mild, gentle.,-and favorable to

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nced about with more Laws, and we had 


tholicks » that will content the. fiery zea-- 
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in-exalting them to'a condition above all: 
others , and ſerve their inhuman luſfts and 
brutal paſſions, in not fuffering any to live 
in his Dominions that will not renounce the 
Northern Herefie ;, ſo it is not more fo 
ble that they Should diſpatch'a Pri an . 
infufion in a cup of Tea or Chocotate, whom 
.tho they knew to be a Papift yet they found 
too cold & flow in promoting their de- 
ſigns; than that they Should have murder'd 
another by a conſecrated dagger in the hand of 
Ravailac , the one being both more eaſe to. 
be detected, and likcler to derive an uni- 
verſal hatred and revenge upon them than 
the other. And as the Kyngs being conſcious 
of that parricide collmitted upon iS Brother , 
plainly tells us that there is nothing ſo abo- 
minable and Barbarous , which he hath not 
a conſcience that will fwallow and digett , 
ſo.the promotion of the Catholick cauſe being 
the motive to that horrid crime, we may be 
ſure that what is hitherto done in favour of 
Papiſts , falls much $hort of what is inten- 
ded, there being ſomething more meritori- 
ous than all th:s amounts- unto, needful to. 
attone tor ſo barbarous a villany , which can 
be nothing elſe but the extripating the prote- 
ſtant Religion out of the three Kingdoms. 
Nor is it probable that the preſent King, 
who is repreſented for a perſon ambirzſe: 
of Glory , would loſe the opportunities, 
wherewith the preſent poſture of affaires in. 
the world preſents him , of being the Um- 
pire and Ar5incr of Chriſtendom , and of gi- 
ving check to the grandure and uſurpations 
of a neighbouring Monarch, to whom all Eu- 
yope iS iN danger of becoming enflaved; if 
he were not {wallowed up in the thoughts 
of a conquelt over the Conſciences, Laws, 
and liberties ofhis own people, and of ſub- 
jugating his Dominions to the Sea of Rwne , 
and had he not hopes and aflurances of aid 
and affiſtance therein from that Monarch, as 
he is emboldned and encouraged. thereunto. 
by his pattern and example. 

What the Papifts have all along been en- 
deavouring for the ſubverſion of our Religion 
during and under the Reigns of Proteſtans.

Princd#, may yet farther inform and con- 
firm us, what they will infallibly attempt 
upon their having gotten one into the 


nnto their defires , and of a temper every 
way ſuited and adapted to their delignes. 
Tho the proteftant Religion had obtained lome 
entrance into ſeveral States and Kingdoms , 
and had ' made ſome conſiderable ſpread in 
Eurepe, before it came to be generally re- 
ccived , and eſtablished upon foundations of 
Law in England; yet they of other Coun- 
tries, were little able to defend themſelves 
from the power and malice of the Church of 
Rome, and of Popisb Princes,and many of them 
were very uhſucceful in endeavours of that 
nature, till England , in — Elizabeths 
time by eſpouſing their caule and underta- 
king their Quarrel, not only wrought out 
their ſafety but made them flourish. This the 
Court of Rome and the Priefls grew immedi- 
ately ſenſible of, and have therefore moul- 
ded all their Counſels ever fince againſt 
England, as being both the Bulwark of the 
proteftant Religion , and the Ballance of Europe. 
All the late attempts forthe ex:irpation of the 
proteflant Religion in France and elſewhere , 
are much to be aſcribed to the contidence 
the Papiſts had in the late King and his Bro- 
ther of their giving no diſcouragement nor 
obſtruction to ſo boly a deſign ; and there- 
upon as the firſt EdiQs for intringing the 1li- 
berty, and weakning and opprefling Prote- 


ſtants in France, and the perſccutionin Hungary, 


commenced and bore date with the Reſtora- 
tion of the Royal Family, and multiplied, and 
encreafed from yearto year as they grew into 
fartheraſſurance of the Roye' Brothers appro- 
vingas well as conniving at what was done; 
ſo that tor the abolition of the Edi of Nant's 
and the total ſuppreſſion of the Reformed Re- 
ligion in France, was emitted upon his pre- 
ſent Mgjeſties being exalted tothe Thronezand 
the encouragement he gave them to a proce- 
dure,which as he now juſtifies he will hereat> 
ter imitate. It wereto ſuppoſe Englis Prote- 
ſhanzs exceedingly unacquainted with the Hi- 
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T who is not only in all things of. 
t Rn faich., but of an humour agrecavle 


they were in a quiet and peaceable enjof« 
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ftory of their own Nation, to give along de 
ion of what the Papifts have attemiptedf

k. The little harsh uſarges which the 
opifts at any time met with there or in Eng- 
md , they derived them upon themſelves 
y their Crimes againſt the State , and for 
eir Conſpiracies againlt our Princes and their 
eftant Subjefds, For till the Pope had 
n upon him to depoſe Queen Elizabab, 
id abſolve her Subje&s from their Allegiance, 
nd till the Papifts had ſo far novel that 
82 of his bolineſs as to raiſe Rebellions at 
ome and enter into trezſonable confeda- 
acics abroad , there were no Laws that could 
ftiled ſevere enacted in England again(t 
bifts, and the making of them was the 
[alc of neceflity in order to preſerve our 
elves, and not from an Inclination to hurt 
ny for matters of meer Religion. Such hath 
Iways been the moderation of our Ru- 
gre, and ſo powerful are the incitements 
© lenity which the generality of Proteſtants 
hrough the influence and impreffion of 
their Religion , cſpecially they of a. more 
encrous education , have been under to- 


wards thoſe of the Roman Communion z 
that nothing but their unwearied reſtleſs- 
meſs to diſturb the Government and deſtroy 
oteflaxts , hath been the cauſe either of 
enacting thoſe Laws againſt them that are 
filed rigorous, or of their having been at 
time put into execution. And not- 
thitanding that. ſome ſuch Laws were 
nated as might appear to ſayour of ſeve- 
Fity » yet could they have but ſubmitted to 
Shave dwelt peaceably in the land, they 
would have found that their meer belicf 
and the private praQtice of their worship, 
wyould not have much prejudiced or endan- 
wered them , and that tho the Laws had 
n continued cg. eps yet it was only 

as 2 Hedpg about us for our proteCtion, and 
"2s Bonds of obligation upon them to their 
good behaviour, To which may be added, 
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that more Proteflants have ſuffered. in, one 
year , by the Laws made againſt Diſſenters, 
and to-the utmoſt height of the penalties 
which the violation of them imported, 
and that by the inſtigation of Ppigte- 
their influence over the late King aft his 
preſent Majeſty, than there have Papifts from 
the beginning of Queen Elizabeuh's Reign to 
this very day , tho there was a difference 
in the punishments they underwent. How=- 
ever we may from their many and repeated 
attemps againſt us, while we had Princes 
that both would and could chaſten their in- 
ſolencies, and- infli& upon them what the 
Law made them obnoxious unto for their 
outrages , gather and conclude what we are 
now to expect , upon their having obtai- 
ned a King imbu'd with all the perſecuting 
and bloody principles of Popery, and per- 
feUly baptiſed into all the Do&rines of the 
Councils Of Lateran and Conftanee. And it 
may {trengthen our taith as well as increaſe 
our fear, of what is purpoſed again(t and 
impends over us, in that they cannot but 
think that the ſuffering our Religion to , rc- 
main 1n a condition to be at any time here- 
after the Religion ofthe Stare, and ofthe uni- 
verſality of the people , may not only prove a 
means of retrieving Preteftancy in France, and 
of afliitinz to revenge the barbariries perpe- 
trated there upon agreat and innocent peo- 
pte,but may leave the Roman Ceiboliks in Eng- 
land expoſed to the reſentment of the King- 
dom, for what they have ſo foolishy and im- 
pudently ated both againſt our Civil Rights, 
and Eltablished Religion, ſince Fames the Il, 
came tothe Crown ; and may alſo upon the 
Government's falling into good hands, and. 
Magitftrates coming to underſtand their true 
Intereſt , which is for an English Prince to 
make himſelf the Head of the Proteſtant cauſe 
and to eſpouſe their quarrel in all places, 
give ſuch a Revolution in Europe as will not 
only check the preſent Career of Reme , but 
cauſe them repent the method's in which 
they have been ingaged. ' Theſe things we 
may be ſure the Papifts are aware of , and 
that having proceeded ſo far , they have 
4 nothing, 


ments becauſe of crimes committed , but 
to put us out of all capacity of doing our 
ſelves Right and themyuſtice; and he mult 
be G11 who do's not know into what that 
mult neceffarily hurry them. 

It beingathen as evident as a-matter of this 
nature is capable of, what we are to expett 
and dread from the King both as to our Relt- 

ion and Laws; we may do more than pre- 

ume that the late Declaratidn for liberty of con- 
ſcience, and the Proclamation for a Toleration, 
are not intended and deſigned for the bene- 
fit and advantage ot the Reformed Religion, 
and that whatſoever motives have influen- 
ced to- the granting. ang emitting ot them, 
they do not in the leaſt low or proceed 
from any kindneſs and goodwill to Prote- 
flant Difſenters. And tho many of thoſe weak 
and eajte people may flatter themſelyes with 
a belief of an intercſt in the Kings favour, 
and ſuffer others to delude them into a per- 
{waſion of his bearing a gracious reſpet 
towards them z; yet it 1s certain , that they are 
people in the world whom he molt hates , 
and who when things are ripe for it, and 
- that he hath abuſed their credulity into a 
ſerving his Ends as far as they can be prevai- 
led upon, and as long as the preſent Zuggle 
can be of any advantage for promoting the 
papal cauſe, will be ſure not only to have an 
equal Share in his diſpleaſure with their Bre- 
#bren of the Church of England, but will be 
made todrink deepeſt in the cup of fury and 
wrath that is mingling and preparing for all 
Proteftants. No. provocation from their pre- 
ſent behaviour , tho it is ſuch as might warm 
a perſon of very cool temper , much leſs 
offences of another complexion admini- 
ftred by any of them , shall evertempt me 
to ſay they deſerve it, or cauſe me to ravel 
into their former and paſt carriages, ſo as to

them. For as to the generality , Ido believe 
them to be as honeſt, induſtrious, uſefal, 
and vertuous a people (tho many of them

and that wherein ſoevertheir carri 
abſtractiog from their differences with 
fellow Proteſtants in matters of Religiox 
hath varied from that of other Subject 
they have been inthe Right; and have act 
molt agreeably to the intereſt & ſafety of th 
Kingdom."

rious Church-men to exerciſe their ſpleen 
on , but would have been ſurrcadred as a 
prifice tonew flames of wrath , if they of 
e prelatical Communion had retained 
eir wonted animoſity, and thought it for 
eir interelt to cxert it, cither in the old or 
fresh -method's. But that proje& nor ſuc- 
eding , his Majeſty 1s ſevood! to ſhift hands, 
d to uſe the pretence of extending com- 
hon to Diſſenting Proteſtants , that he may 
e more plautibly and with the leſs hazard, 
ſpend and diſable the Laws againſt Papifts, 
d make way for their admiſlion into all 
fices Civil and Military , which is the firit 
ep, and all that he is yet ina condition to 
ke, for the ſubverſion of our Religion. And 
| the celebrated kindneſs to Fanaticks , 1s 
mly to uſe them as the Carr's paw , for 
ulting the Cheſhut out of the fire to the 
fonkey, and to make them ftalesunder wholc 
aroud and covert> the Church of Rome may 
indermine and ſubvert all the /egal founda- 
ons of our Religion, which to ſuffer them- 
Ives to be inſtrumental in, will not in the 
flac turn to the commendation of the Diſ- 
enters wiſdom or their honeſty. Nor is there 
nore truth m the Kings declaring: it to have 
ten his conflant opinion , that conſcience ol 
tobe conflrained, nor people forced in matters 
fmeer Religion, than there is of juſtice in that 
malicious infinuation , (in bis Letter to Mr. 
alfep) againſt the Church of England , #hat 
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should he ſee cauſe to change bis Religion, be shoul 


. never be of that party of Proteftants, who think 


the only way to advance their Church , is by undoing 


thoſe Churches of Chriſtians that differ from them 
in ſmaller matters : foraſmuch as be isin$e 
1mcan time 2 member of the moſt perſecu-

It were tobe wisked that the 
Diſſenters would refle&t and confider, how 
when the late King had emitted a Declara- 
tion of Indulgence anno 1672, upon pretended 
motives of tenderneſs and compaſſion tO bis Pro- 
teſtans Subjefs, but in truth to keepall quiet 
at home, when in conjunction with France 
he was engaging in an unjuſt war againit a 
Reformed State abroad , and in order to ſteal 2 
liberty for the Papiſis to prattice their Idola- 
tries, without incurring a ſuſpition himſelf 
of being of the Romiſh Religion, and in hope 


.to wind up the prerogative to a paramount 


power over the law ; and how when the 
Parliament condemned the illegality of it, 
and would have the Declaration recalled, all 
his Kindneſs to D:ſſenters not only immedi- 
ately vanished,but turned into that Rage and

ged crimes wherein they and all other 
Proteftants are to be involved , ( tho their 
ſupineſs and exceſs of Loyalty continue 
to be their greateſt offences ) this liberty 
will not only be withdrawn and the old 
Church of England ſeverities revived;but ſome 
of the new 4 la mode a' France treatments 
come upon the ſtage , and be purſued againſt 
them, and all other perverſe and obſtinate 
Britich Hereticks. . 

The Declaration fer liberty of Conſcience , 

being injurious to the Church of England, and 
' not proceeding from any inward and real 
good will to the Difſenters ; it will be worth 
our pains to inquire into and make a more 
ample deduCtion ofthe Reaſons upon which 
it was granted , thatthegrounds of emitting 
it being laid under every man's view, they 
who have Addrefied may come tobe aSham'd 
ef their ſimplicity and folly , they who have 
not may be farther confirmed both of the 
unlawfulneſs and inconveniency of doing it, 
and thatall who preſerve any regard to the 
proteflant Religion and the Laws of England, 
may be quickned to the uſe of all legal and 
due means for preventing the miſchievous 
efte&s, which it is Shapen for, and which 
the Papifts do promiſe themſelves from it,

And as the 
nproving this challenged Abſolute Power 
ato-an obligation upon the Subjefts to obey by 
gjeſty without reſerve , is a parapbraſe upon 
ical Dominion , and an advancing 1t to 
tch, above what any of the ancient or 
zodern Tyrents ever dreamt of, and beyond 
what the moſt ſervile part of Mankind was 
er acquainted with till the preſent French 
ing gave an inſtance of it, in making his

_ Power belonging to the Kings 
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argument. upon which his Reformed Subj cf; 
WEre tO renevnce their Religion, and to turn 
Roman Catholicks ; ſo itis worth conſidering 
whether His Maj. who glories to imitate that 
forraign Monarch, may not'in a little time 
make the like - application of this Abſolute 
power, which bis SubjeQt are bound to hey without 
Reſerve; and whether in that caſe, they who 
have Addreſſed to thank him for his Declara- 
ziony and thereby juſtified the - Claim of 
this Abſolute power, being that upon which 
the Declaration is ſuperſtructed , and. from 
which it emergeth, can avoid paying the 
Obedience that is demanded as a Duty in the 
SubjeR inſeparably annexed thereunto. That 
which more confirms us, that the Engl#h 
Declaration and the Scotts Proclamation, are 
not only defigned for the obtaining from- 
the SubjeRs an acknowledgment of an Abſo- 
lute pewer velted in the King, but that noleſs 
than the Uſurpation and exerciſe of ſuch a 
power, can warrant and ſupport them, arc 
the many Laws and Rights , which a juriſ- 
diction is challenged over and exerted 
in reference unto in the Papers ſtiled by 
the forementioned Names. All confeſs 
a Royal prerogative ſctled on the Crown, 
and appertaining to the Royal Office : 
nor can the Supream Magiltrature be 
executed and diſcharged to the advantage 
and Safety of the Community , without a 
power affixed unto it of ſuperceding the Exe- 
cution of ſome Laws at certain juncEtures , 
nor without having an Authority over the 
Rights of particular men in ſome incident 
cales; but then the received Cuftomes of the 
reſpeCtive Nations , and the univerſal good, 
preſervation and ſafety of the People in ge- 
neral, are the meaſures by which this prero» 
gative in the Crown is to be regulated, and 
beyond which to apply or exert it , is aft 
Uſurpeaienand Tyranny in the Ruler. All the

England and Scoiland, ariſeth froman agree- 
ment and conceflion of the People, where- 
in it is flipulated what Rights , Liberties and 
Priviledges they Reſerved unto themſelves, and 
what Authority and Furiſdiflion they ved

.znd made over unto the Sovereign, in order to 
his being in a condition to protect and de- 
fend them , and that they 'may the better 
live in Peace, Freedom , and Satety » which 
are the Ends for which they have choſen 
Kings to be over them, and for the com- 
paſting whereof they originally ſubmitted 
unto , and pitched upon ſuch a Form of Ci- 
vil Adminiſtration. Nor are the Opinions of 
particular men of what Rank or Order 
{oeverthey be, to be admitted as an cxpo- 
ſition of the extent of this Prerogazive , [ec- 
ing they thro their dependeneigs upon the 
King , and their obnoxiouſneſs to be in- 
fluenced by ſelfish and/perſonal Ends , may 
enlarge it beyond what is for the benefit of 
the Community ; but the immemorial courſe 


of Adminiſtration , with the ſenſe of the 


whole Society ſigtified by their Repreſentatives 
in Parliament upon emerging- occaſions, are 
to be taken for the ſenſe, paraphraſe, and 
declaration of the Limits of this Royal and 
prerogative Power ; and for any to determine 
the bounds of it from the Teſtimonies of 
Mercinary Lawyers » or Sycophant Clergy- 
men. in caſes wherein the Parliament have 
by their Votes and Reſolutions ſetled its boun- 
aari:s , is a crime that deſerves the ſevereſt 
animadverſion, and which it 1s to be hop'd 
a true Englib Parliament will not let paſs 
unpunished.

So careful were our Anceftors both zl 
and Scotland to pes 10s. their Tas rae 
being invaded and ſuperceded by their Kings!

from Laws and prey Oaths, to be: ll 
zoid , and not "admittable by the. Judges: © 
other Execuzors of Law and Juſtice; but the) 
have ofcen impeached, arraigned, and comp 
demned thoſe toone penalty or another t 
have been found to have counſelled/and advis 
ſed Kings ito an uſurpation of Power, Qver.' e 
Laws, and to a violation of eſtablishgd ani 
enacted Rules. It would draw this Diſcourſe 
toa length beyond what is intended, should I 
mention the ſeveral Laws againſt Popifts.as 
well as againſt Diffenterss that are ſuſpendidy 
opt , diſabled, and diſpenſed with » in the twa 
oreentioged Real Papers, andit would be:

hgle Exerciſe of Royal prerogative and Abſoiute 
pwer, the two Kingdoms are not only a- 
zin' ſubjected to a prog Ini/dition , the 
niſeries whereof they groaned under for 
wyeral Ages; buras the King is hereby de- 
rived of the greateſt ſecurity, he had from 
$ Subje&s both to bimſelf and the Government, 
>the Crown is robb'd of one of its chieteſt 
ewels, namely an Authority over all the Sub- 
es, which was thought ſo eſſential to Sove- 
ty & Royal Dignisy,that it was annexed to 
Imperial. Crown of England, & adjudged in- 
zrent inthe Monarch,before the Reformed Re- 
came to be received & eſtablished. And 
It concerns' their Royal Higbneſfes of _ 
to whom ' the Right of ſucceeding to the 
Crowns Of Great Britzain unqueſtionably bee 
Jongs , to conſider whether his Majeſty may 
not by the ſame Authority , whereby he alic- 
es and gives away ſo conſiderable and 
inherent a Branch of the Royal Iurndifion, 
rantferr the Succeſſion it ſelf, and diſpoſe the 
Anderitence of the Crown to whom be plea- 
ſth. Nor will they about bim,who thruit the 
left King out of the Throne to make room 
for his preſent Majefly , much ſcruple to te 
2 Protefians Succeſſor by it, if they can find 
another Pepift as Bigetted aSthis to advance 
unto it. However were #bey. on the Throne 
to morrow , here is both a Forraign Iuriſ- 
difien brought inand ſet up to Rivall and 
controll tbcirs, and they arc deprived of all 
-means of being ſecured of the Loyalty and 
 Fealty of a great number of their Subjefs. 
' Nor will His Majeflics certain kmowledg and 
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long experience ( whereof he boafts in the 
Scots Proclamation) that the Catholicks, « it is 
their principle , to be good Chriſtians, ſo it is to 
be dutifſul Subjefs, be enough for their Roval 
Highneſſes to rely upon,their Religion obliging 
them to the contrary towards Princes, whon: 
the Church of Rame hath adjudged to be He- 
relicks. A ſecond Inſtance wherein this pre- 
tended Royal Prerogative is Exerciſed part 
1mount to all Laws, and which nothing but 
a claimof Abſclute Power in his Majeſty can 
ſupport, and an acknowledgment of it by 
the Subjrft;* make them approve the Decla- 
ration for Liberty of Conſcience, and the Pro- 
clanaation for Toleration; is the flopping , diſ- 
«bling and jiſperding the Statutes whereby the 
Tecfts were enacted', and thereby letting the 
Papiſts in to all Benefices , Offices , and 
Places of Truſt, whether Civil , Military , 
or Ecclefiaftick.l do not ſpeak of Suſpending thc 
Execution of thoſe L aws, whereby the being 
Priefts , or takiny Orders in the Church 0: 
Rome , or the being Reconciled to that Churc/, 
or the Papifls mecting to celebrate. Maſs, 
were in one degree, or another made pu- 
nishable, {tho the Kings diſpenſing with 
them by a challenged claim in the Crown tc 
altogether illegal) for as diverſs of theſe 
Laws were ncvecr approved by many Prot:- 
Pants, fo nothing would have juſtified rhe 
making of them , but the many. Tresſons 
and Conſpiracics that they were from time to 
time found guilty of againſt the Stare. And 
as the Papift ot all men have the lealt 
cauſe to complain of the injuſtice, rigour, 
and ſeverity of them, conſidering the ma- 
ny Laws more cruel and ſfanguinary that 
are in Force in moſt Pepish Countries againſt 
Prouteflants, 2nd theſe enacted and exccuted 
meerly for their Opinions and Practices in 
the matters of Gud , without their being 
chargeable with crimes and offences againl(t 
the Civil Governm:nt under which they, 
live, ſo were it neceſlary from principles 
of Religion and Policy to relieve the Roman 
Catholicks from the forementioned Lars, 
yet it ought not to be done but bythe Legiſla- 
tive Authority of the Kingdoms , and corthc- 
Kong 
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Xing to aſſume a power of doing it in the ver- 
tuc of a pretended prerogative, 15 both a high 
Uſurpation over the Laws, and a Violation of 
of his Coronation Oath. Nor 1s it any com- 
mendation either of the humanity of the 
Papifts, or of the meekneſs and Truth of their 
Religion , that while they elſewhere treat 
thote who differ from them in Faith and 
Worship with that Barbarity, they $hould 
ſo clamorouſly -inveigh againſt the ſeveri- 
tics which in ſome Reformed States they 
are liable unto , and which their Treaſons 
gave the riſe and provocation-unto at firſt, 
and have been at all times the motives to the 
infliction of. But they alone would have 
the allowance to be. cruel wherein the 
at conſonantly to their own Tenets ; and 
wish that ſome proviſion might be made for 
the future , for the ſecurity of our Religion, 
and our ſafety in the profeſſion of it, with- 
out.the doing any thing that may unbe- 
come the mercitul principles of Chriflianity, 
or be unſutable to the meek and generous 
temper of the Exglish Nation, and that the 
property of being Sanguinary may be left to 
the Church of Rome as its pecuhar Priviledg 
and Glory, and as a more diſtinguiſling 
Character than all the other Marks which 
$hc pretends unto. That which I am ſpeaking 
of , is the ſuſpending the Execution of thole 
Laws, by which the Government was 1e- 
cured of the Fidelity of its Subjefte y and by 
which they in whom it could. not confide 
were meerly shut out fromplaces of power 
and truſt, and were made liable to very {mall 
damages themſelves , and only hindred 
from getting into a condition of doing 
miſchief. to. us... All Governments have a 
Right to uſe means for their own preſera, 
vation, provided they be not ſuch as arejn- 
confiſtent with the Ends of Government, 
and repugnant to the will and pleaſure of the 
Supream Soveraign of mankind, and it is in 
the power of every Legiflative Aſſembly 
to declarc who of the Community Shall be 
capable or incapable of publick Imploys, 
and of poſlefling Offices, upon which the 
. Peacc, Weltare , and Security of the whole 
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Politick Body. does depend. Without this n 
Government could ſubfilt,'nor-the People þ 
in ſafety under it ; but the ror WC 
be in conſtant danger of being ſubverte 
and the Priviledges, Liberties , and Rell 
gion of the Subje&s laid open to be © 
thrown. And Should ſuch -a power in Li 
giſlators, be upon weak fuſpitions and 1 
grounded jealouſies , carried/at- any tin 
too far, and ſome -prove to be debarr 
from Trufls, whoſe beingimployed woul 
import no hazard; yet the worſt of tha 
would be only a difrepe& shewn to ingi 
dual perſons, who mightdeſerve more fa 
vour and eſtcem, but could be of no pre 
zudice to the Society, there being alway 
ſufficient number of others , fit tor the di 
charge of all Offices, in whoman entire com 
fidence may be repoſed. And*tis rem: 
ble, that the Sturcs General of the Unit 
Provinces, who aftord the greateſt Libert 
to all Religions, that any known State: i 
Europe giveth ; yet they ſuffer no = s. 
come into places of Aubority and Indi

Brethren to the Stake, 
utt their Throats » plunder their Houſes, 
mbrew our hands in the Blood of our Wives 
nd Children , if his Majefly pleaſe ro make 
beſe the Inſtances wherein he will exert 
is Abſolute Power » and require us to afjift 
im in the. exerciſe of it. As.1t was necefiary 
io Cancell all other Oaths and Teſts, as being 
fire&tly inconſiſtent with this ; ſorhe requi- 
ng the Scotts ro ſwear this Oath, is the higheſt 
eng he could take tor their Solewn league 
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an4 Cetenant and for all other Oarbs , that 
luſt after Arbicrarmeſs , and: Popiſb Bigottry , 
will pronounceto have-been injurious tothe 
Crown. - Butno wordsare ſufficientto expreſs 
the miſchiefs wraptup in that new Oath, or 
to declarethe abhorrency that all who value 
the Rights and liberties' of mankind hr to 
entertain forit, nor to proclaim the villany 
of thoſe who shall by 44dreſſes give thanks 
for the Proclemation. There maya fourth thing 
be added , whereby it will appear that his Ma- 
jeflies aſſuming Abſolute Power, ſtands recor- 
ded in Capital Letters in his Declaration for 
liberty of Conſcience. For not being conten- 
red ro omit the requiring the Oaths of 41- 
legeance and Supremacy and the Teft Oatbs to 
be taken, nor being ſatisfied to ſuſpend for ' 
a ſcaſon the enjoining any to be demanded - 
ro take then ; he cells us that it is his Royal 
will and pleaſure that the foreſaid Oaths ſhall not 
at any time bereafter be required to be taken , 
which is a full and direct: Repeeling of the 
Laws in which they are Enacted. It hath 
hicherto paſſed tor an undoubted Maxim , 
that eorum eft tollere y quorum eft condere, they 
can only abrogate Laws , who have Power and 
Autherity te make them , and we have hereto- 
fore been made believe, that the Lepiſlative 
er wasnot inthe King alone, but that the 
ewo Houſes of Parliamens had at leaft a share 
in ir, whereas here by the diſabling and fu- 
ſpending Lews for ever, the whole legiſlative 
Power is Challenged to be veſted in the King , 
and at one dash the Government of Enxpland 
is ſubverted and changed. Thoit hath been 
much diſputed whether the King had a liberty 
ot Refuſing to Afſens to Bills relating to the 
benefit of the publick that had d.the 
two: Houſer, and if there be any ſenſe inthoſe 
words of the Coronation Oath of his being 
bound to Govern according te the Laws qu as 
valgus Elegerit, he had not ; yet none till 
now , that his Majeſty doth it, had the im- 
pudence to: affirm that he might abrogate 
Laws without the concurrence and affent of 
the Lords and Commons,. For to ſay thar 
Oath enjoined by Laws to be required tobe 
taken , ſhall net at any time bereaſter be requi- 
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red to be taken, is a plain Cancelling and re- 
pealing of theſe Laws , or nothing of this 
World ever was or is, nor canthe wiſdom 
of the Nation in Parliament affembled, find 
words more emphatical to declare their 4bro- 


gat on , without laying ſo, which atthis time it. 


was neceſfary to torbear , for fear of allar- 
ming the Kmgdem too far , before his Ma- 
jefty- be ſufficien:ly provided againſt it. For 
admitting them to continue fti:l in beingand 
force, tho the King may promiſe: for the 
nonexecu:ion of them , during his own time, 
( which is even a pretty bold undertaking ) 
yet he cannot aflure us that the Oaths ſhall nos 
be required 40-be taken at any time hereafter , 
unleis he have provided for an eternal Line

However heie is ſuch a ftroke 
and exerciſe of Abſolute Power as diſſolves the

without the countenance of Law, which our 
Ancefters would have (tiled an Invaſion upon 
the whole property ofthe Kingdom; I would 
fain know , by what neme we are to call his 
levying the cufloms , and the Additional Ex- 
ciſe, before they were granted unto bim by 
the Parliament , all the legal eftablishment of 
them upon the nation, having been only , 
during the lete Kings lite till the ſettlement 
of them upon the Crown was again renewed 
by Statute. Ir were alfo worth his Maje- 
fies telling us , what Titles are due to the 
iaſpending the vice Chancellor of Cambridg a 
beneficioy and the turning the Preſident of 
Maudlins in Oxford out of his Headsbip, and 
the ſuſpending Dr. Fairfax from his Fellow- 
s ip, it they be not an Invefion upon our pro- 
perty ; ſeeing every part of this , 1s againſt 
alt the known Laws of the Kingdom , and 
hath been done by no legal Court, but.by a 
Set of mercinary villains, armed with an Ar- 
bicrary Commiſſion, and whodo as Arbitrarily 
Exerciſe it. And as the End unto which 
that Inguifition Court was inſtituted, was to 
robb us of ours Rights and Priviledges at the 
meer pleaſure of the King; ſfothe very In- 
ſtitution of it 4 is an Invaſion both upon all 
vur Laws , and upon the whole property of 
the Nation, and is one of the higheſt Exer- 
ciſcs of Deſpotical Power , that it 15 poflible 
for the molt Abſolvte and unlimited Mo- 
rarch to exert. Among all the Rights re- 
ſerved unto the Subjefs by the Rules of 
the Conſtitution , and whereof they are ſe- 
cured by many repeated Laws and Statutes, 
there are none that have been hithero 
leſs diſputed , and in reference to which 
aur Kings have been farther from clai- 
ming any Power and Authority , than thoſe 
of levying money without the grant as well 
as the conſent. of Parliament , and of Ab- 
folving and diſcharging Debtor: from paying 
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their Creditors, and of acquitting them. fro! 
being ſued and impriſoned in caſe of mg 
payment; and yet in defiance of all Lew 
and to the ſubverting the Rights ofthe pet 
ple and the moſt eſſential Priviledg and 
riſdifion of Parliaments , and to aplain cha 
ing the ancicnt legal Canftition into an. AS 
falane and. Deſpoiical Governing Power , thi

have mann, wages to rely u for pre 
venting our ing abridged and denyed the 
liberty. of our Religion , than we have hi 
tor preſerving our Preperty trom being In 
vaded and broken in upon. We may ſubs 
join to the Clauſe already mentioned » that 
other Expreſſion , which occurs inthe fores;

way and manner ; ſo they areto take ſpecial eare 
that nothing be preached or taught among ft thens , \ 
which may any ways tend to olimate the bearts 
of the people from bis Majefly , or his Govern- 
mens ; which words as they import the price. 

at which the Diſienters are to purchaſe thei 
freedom (whereof we shall diſcourſe anon) 
ſo they admirably ſerve to furnish the King:

berty whenſoever he pleaſcth,, nor are they. 
inſerted there for any _ End , but thes 
upon:

I all the benefits of it, and of his Royal

And of which as we 
7e heard many late Examples in France, fo 
will be caſie to draw them into preſident , 
d to imicatethem in England. | might add, 
E obſervation ot the ingenious Anthor of 
e Reflections on bis Majeſlies Proclamation for 
Toleration ia Scotland ; namely , that where- 
the King gives all allurance to his Scotts 
bje4s , that he will not uſe invincibleneceſſity 
inſt any man, on the account of his per- 
afion., he does thereby leave himſelf at a li- 
ty , of Dragooning, torturing, burning, and 
ing the utmoſt violences, all cheſe being 
acible to a perſon of an ardent love to God , 
nd ot a lively faith in Jeſus Chriſt; and 
Thich accordingly many thouſands have been 
mphantly victorious over. Nor is-it 
ely that this new and uncouth phraſe of ' 
ot uſing an invincible neceſſity > would have 
pund room in a Paper of that nature, if it 
bad not been firſt to counceal ſome mali- 
Sious » and miſchievous deſign , and then to 
the confiſtency of its execution , with 
is promiſed 1a the Proclamation, More- 
aver , were there that ſecuricy intended by 
theſe two Royal Papers, that proteflant Diſien- 
s might ſafely rely upon ; or did the King 
& with that ſincerity , which he would de- 
Jude his people intoa belief 'of, there would: 
then be a greater agreeableneſsthan there is ; 
berwixtthe Declaration for liberty of Conſcience

LFation in Sce:land. The principle bis Majefly 
pretends toact from , that Conſcience ought not

bur it implyes the reſerving a liberty to 
himſelf ot withdrawing the benefits of it 
from all Scores Diſſenters, thro faſtning upon 
them a contrary Charater , whenſoever it 
Shall be ſeaſonable ro reiive perſecution. 
And even. as it is now exerted to theſe 
moderate ones » It is attended with Reftri- 
Qions, that his Indulgence in England is no- 
ways cloy'd with. All that the Declaration 
requires trom thoſe thgt are indulged, is 
that tbeir Aſſemblies , be peaceably, openly , ard 
pablickly beld , that all Perſons be freely ad- 
mitted to them , that they ſignify and make” 
knewn to ſome Fuſlice of the peace , what pla- 
ces they ſet apart for theſe uſes ; and that 
nothing be preached or taught amongſt them , - 
which may any ways tend to alienate the bearis 
of "the people from the King or his Goverr.- 
ment ; whereasthe Preclamation , not on]y re- 
ftrains the meetings , of the Scots Presbyterians 
to private Houſes, withoutallowing them either 
to build meering Houſes, or touſe out-houſes 
or Barns ; but it prohibits the bearing any Mi- 
niſters, ſave ſuchas shall be willing to ſwear, 
that they $hall tothe utmoſt of their Power , aſjift, 
defend , and maintain the King , in the exercaſc of 
bis Abſolute- power againſt all deadly, Nor is it 
difficult to aſſign the reaſon, of the diffor- 
mity that appears in His Majeflies preſent 
Actings, towards his diſſenting Proteftar: 
SubjeRs in thoſe rwo Kingdoms, For should 
there be no Reſtriction upon the Tolera1ion 
in Scotland, tc hinder the greateit part off 
ne--

the Presbyterians From taking the advantage 
ofit; the Byhops and Conforming Clergy would 
be immediately fortaken by the generality 
if not all the people, and ſo an sfſue would 
not only be put to the divifion among Prote- 
flants in that Kingdom , but they would be- 
come an united , and- thereupon a formida- 
ble, Body againſt Popery » which it is not for 
the intereſt of the Rom-n Catholicks to ſuffer, 
or give way unto. Whereas the more un- 
bounded the Liberty is ,-that is granted to 
Diſſenters in England , the more are our di- 
viſions not only kept up, but increaſed and 
promoted, (eſpecially thro this Freedom's 
arriving with them in an illegal way , with- 
out both the Authority of the Legiſlative 
Power, and the approbation of a great part 
of the People) it being infallibly certain, 
that there is a vaſt number of all ranks and 
conditions , who do prefer the abiding. in 
the Communion of the Church of England , be- 
tore the joining in fellowship with thoſe: of 
the Separate and diſſenting Societies. Uponthe 
whole, this different method of procee- 
ding towards Diſſenting Proteſtants in matters 
meerly Religious, Shews that all this Indul- 
gence » and Toleration), is a Trick to ſerve a 
preſent juncture of Attairs ; and to ad- 
vancea Popyh and Arbitrary deſign ; and that 
the Diſſenters have no ſecurity torthe conti- 
nuance of their Liberty, but that when the 
Court and Feſuitick end, is compatled and 
obtained , there is another courſe to be 
{tcered towards them; and inſtead of their 
hearing any longer, of Libcrty and Tolera- 
tion, they are to be told, that it is the in- 
rereſt of the Government, and the ſafety, and 
honor of his Majeſty, to have but one Reli- 
gion in his Dominions, and thatall muſt be 
Members of the Catholick Church, and this 
becauſe the King will have it ſo, which is 
the Argument that hath been; made ufe of in 
the making ſo many Converts in France.

And 
as they would. have by 2 Conduct of this 
nature had all the Freedoms which they now:

by Addrefing ; fo. ſuch a carriage , would. 
kave. wonderfully recommended then.

the Reformed Religion, can have any efficacy 
upon the minds of men. Among other fulſom 
fAatteriesadorning a Speach made to hisMajefty 
by an Addreſiing Diſſenter, 1 find this hypo- 
critical and shameful adulation, namely , that 
if there should remain any ſeeds © diſtoyalty in 
any of bis Subj. fs , the tranſcendent goodneſs exer- 
ted m by Declaration would mortifie and kill 
them ;, to which he might have added with 
more truth, that the fame tranſcendent goodneſs 
had almoſt deſtroyed all the ſeeds of their ho- 
neſty., and morrified their care and concern= 
ment for the intereſt of Jeſus Chriſt , and for ' 
the Reformed Religion.

Whos 
ſoever comes into their Aſſemblies , would 
think for any thing that he there hears de- 
livered from their pulpits, that She which was 
the Whore of Babylon a tew years ago, were 
now become a chaſt Spouſe ; and that what 
were heretotore the damnable DoRrines of 
Popery , were of late turned innocent and Harms 
leſs opinions, The Kings Declaration, would 
ſeem to have brought ſome of them to a me- 
lius inquirendum 5 and as they are already arri- 
ved to believe a Roman Catholick the beft King, 
that they may in a tittle time come to efteem 
Popifts tor the beſt Chriſtians. The keeping back 
nothing that is profitable to ſave ſuch as hear them , 
and the declaring tbe whole Counſel of God ; that 
are the Terms vpon which they receiyed their 
Com- 
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þ of the Church of England in the free Extr- 
of #beir Religion , «> by Lav eftablizned ; 
e cut the throat of their Maber , at 
ofe breaſts they have fuckr till they are 
pwn fat , both by acknowledging the uſur- 
prerepativeupon which the King ailumes 
Right and Awhority of Emitting the De- 
parionz and by exchanging the legal (tand- 
y, and Security of their Churcb, into that 
2rious one Of the Royal word , which 
eyAly unto as the bottom of her Subſiftence, 
{ truſt to as the wall of ber defence. And 
moſt of the Members of the Separate So- 
figs, are free from all acccfiion to Ad- 
wing , and the few that concurred were 
rly drawn im by the wheedleand impor- 
mity of their Preachers; ſo they who are 
the chiefelt CharaFer , and greatell repu- 
ion ' for Wiſdom and Learning among 
e Minifters, have preſerved-themſelves 
Dm all folly and treachery of that kind. 
he Apoſfiletells us, that not many wiſe , not 


-many of the Diſienting Addreſſers, 10 it 
hay ſerve for ſome kind of Apology, tor their 
dw and ſneaking, as well gs tor their in- 
iſcret arid imprudent behaviour in this mat- 
- Andit is the more venial in ſome of 
hem, as being not only a means of ingra- 
ating ieaſefres (as they phanſie) with 
ie Kmg, who heretofore had no very good 
pinion of them; but as being both an eaſie 
nd compendious method of Artoning for 
Mences againſt the Crown, of which'they 
yay ſuſpected ; and a cheap and 
xpenceleſs way of purchaſing the pardon 
their Relations, that had ſtood actually 
reuſed of high Treaſon. Nor is it to be 
oubted , but that as the King will retain 
ery little favour and mercy tor Faraticks 
hen once he has ſerved his Ends upon 
hem ; fo they. will preſerve as little kiud- 
ef for the Papiſts, it they can but obtain 
elicf ina legal way., Andasthere is not a 
eople in the Kingdom , that will be more 
veto Princes, while they continue fo to 
overn, as that fealty by the I.aws of God 
man remains due to them; 1o there are 
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noble ave called ; whichas it is verified, 
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none of what principles or communion - 
{oever , upon whom the Kingdom it its 
whole intereſt come to ly at itake, may 
more aſluredly and with greater coutidence 
depend, than upon the generality of Diſ- 
[eming Proteſtants, and eſpecially upon thoſe 
that are not ofthe Pafteral Ordir, The ſe- 
verities that the Diſſenters lay under betore, 
and their deliverance from opprefſion and 
diſturbance now , ſeconded with the Kings 
expectation and demands of thankſgiving 
Addreſſes , were ſtrong temptations upon 
men void of generolity and greatneſs of 
ſpirit , and who arc withall of no great 
Political Wiſdom , nor of proſpett into the 
Conſequences of Councils and tricks of 
State, toatt as illegally , intheir thanks, as 
His Majeſty had done in his bounty, So that 
whatſoever animadverſion they may de- 
ſerve, Should they be proceeded againit, ac- 
cording to their demerit; yet it is to be ho- 
ped, that both they, and the Addreſſers of the 
tormer ſtainp , may all find room in an 
AQ of Indemnity , and that the Mercy ofthe 
Nation towards them, will triump over and 
getthe better of its Juſtice. As it would ar- 
gue a ſtrange and judicial infatuation,should 
they proceed to farther exceſles, and think 
to eſcape the punishment due to one Crime, 
by comitting and taking Sanctuary in ane 
other , thro umproving their compliments 
intoaftions of treachery; ſo all their hope of 
pardon , as well as of lenity and modera- 
tion, froma true Proteſtazt and rightly con- 
{tituted Authority, depends upon their condutt 
and behaviour henceforwatrd, and their not 
{ſuffteringthemſelves to be hurried , andde- 
luded,intoa co-operation with the Corrs, for 
the obtaining of a Popxb Parliament. All their 
endeavours of that kind would but more 
clearly detect , and manifeſt, their treachery 
to Religion and the Kingdom, it not being in 
their power to ontvote the honeſt English 
part of the People, ſo as'to help the Kin 
to ſuch a Houſe of Commons as he deſires; an 
were it poflible, that thro their affiſtance, in 
conjunction with violence and tricks uſed 
in Elections and Returns by the Cour , ſuch a 
- Houſe 
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Mouſe of Cemmons Might be obtained , as 
would be Terviceable to Arbitrary and papal 
Ends ; yet neither the King nor they , would 
be the ne- rer the compaſling what is aimd at; 
it being demonſtrable that the Majority of 
the Houſe of Lords , are never to be wrought 
over to jultify this illegal Declaration; or to 
grant the King 2 Power of Suſpending Laws , at 
his pleaſure ; nor to give their Afſens to a 
Bill for Repealing the Teft Afs, and the Sta- 
tutes that enjoin and require the Oatbs of Al- 
legeance and Supremacy. And if they Should 
be 1o far left of God, and betrayd by thoſe 
amongthemſelves whom the Court hath gai- 
ned, as to become guilty of ſo enormous an 
A&offolly and villany; and should the E- 
lefion of the next Parliament , be the happy 
junRare they wait for , and the improv ng their 
intereſt, as well as the giving their own 
votes , for the Choice of Papiſls into the 
Houſe of Commons, be whit they mean by an 
eſſential proof of their Loyalty and 
See My. A!- of the fineerity of their bumble 
Tops Speech to Addrefſes » and that whereby they 
the King. intend to demonſtrate, that he 
greateſt thing they bave promiſed, 
is thc leaſt thing they will perform for bis Majefties 
ſer.ice and ſati;fation : as in that caſe, they 


will deſerve to forfeit all hopes of! 
forgiven ; ſoit would beani ity 'toGi 
Men, and a cruelty to ourſRtives 
our Poſterity , notto abandon them 2s betray 
of Religion;. ex them out ofthe Roll 
— firip them of all _ where 
ree Subje&is have a Legal Right ; not 
condemn them to the os prnichmens 
which'the Laws of the Reggacs adjudg t 
worlt of Traitors and 'MalefaQtors 'un 
Thereare ſome, who thro hating « 
do wish their miscarrying and offending 
ſo unpardonable a degree, that they x 
hereafter be furnished with an advant 
both of ruining them, and the whole D 
ſenting party for their ſakes, But as the Toy

mation Dated at Windſor the 28. ot June 1687. 
tor granting further Liberty in Scorland, and 
which was published there by an Order of 
the privy Council of that Kingdony bearing 
Date at Edinburgh the 5. of Inly. This Super= 
fertation of one Proclamation after another in 
reference to the ſame thing, is fo apportio- 
ned and parallel tothe late French method of

It is not yet ſeaſonable and convenient to 


diſcover. and. avow ; he would have then 
acted with that conformity to the” Principle 
he profeſleth to-be under the. influence and 
Government of , and with that confonancy 
aud harmonious agreeableneſs, in all the dc.
